The Pacific coast bench show opened to­ 
night at the Mechanics’ Pavilion with a large 
attendance. The entries are 77 classes, and 
number 300. in these classes are included 
some valuable and highly-bred sporting dogs, 
watch dogs and toy dogs of every description. 
The special feature of the exhibition will be 
the performances of highly educated trick 
dogs, of which there are a number. In the 
class for the largest dojj, breed beiDg no ob­ 
ject, there are some animals almost as large 
as a small pony.

(Jur citizens are indignant over what they 
consider an underhanded attempt to remove 
the Postmaster here, which they claim is be­ 
ing manipulated iu Oroville.

S anta R osa, April 7th.—The jury in the 
Quaekenbush case gave a verdict of murder 
in the first degree, placing the penalty at 
State Prison for life. 
Steamer Snagged. 
N apa, April 7th.—The steamer Ellen, from 
San Francisco, struck on a snag last evening 
near Sawyer’s tannery. The men from the 
tannery helped discharge tbe freight, which 
was all saved. The boat is beached in a shal­ 
low place, and is full of water. 
Dropped Dead. 
W illo w s, April 7th.—Henry Welch, a 
aheepherder, while corraling sheep this morn­ 
ing, broke a blood-vessel an j dropped dead in 
W. H. Williams’ corral. 
The GitTord Case. 
S an J ose, April 7th.—In the case of the 
People vs. Gifford, charged with rape, de­ 
fendant’s attorney this morning argued a 
motion for his dismissal, which was denied. 
He was remanded, with bail as before 
(810.C00). It is expected that this will be re­ 
duced.

Epizootic at Merced. 
. M erced, April 7th.—The epizootic among 
horses and mules has prevailed for some time 
past here in a mild form, and but little alarm 
was felt by farmers. Recently, however, the 
disease became of a malignant type, and one 
farmer near bore has lost five valuable work 
horses and mules, and states that all his work 
animals are sick, and that out of thirty he 
cannot start a team of six to run a gang- 
plow.

Proposed Railroad Extension. 
San Luik Orispo. April 7th.—It is stated 
on good authority that the San Luis Obispo 
and San Maria Valley Railroad will be ex­ 
tended about thirty miles to the Santa Maria 
river. There are two routes surveyed—one 
along the Trice beach, by way of Guadalupe ; 
the other back from the coast, through the 
best agricultural portion of the county. The 
former, being through a comparatively level 
country and of short distance, would not cost 
much more than one-half the other, which 
will require heavy grading and much bridge 
and trestle work. The latter route also leaves 
San Luis Obispo about two miles to the 
north. The building of the railroad, which 
will save about one-half the cost of freight to 
the (armera to get their grain to tide-water, 
will be a great benefit to the county, and in­ 
augúrate a new era of prosperity.

S anta B arraba, Aprii 7th.—A Guadalupe 
special to the Santa Barbara Press says : A 
difficulty between Russ and Cowan occurred 
at Central City last night. Russ shot Cowan 
three times, being assaulted with a bucket.

Kailroad W ork—Mining Matters—Itull- 
Coining. 
San D iego, April 7th.—Work is progress­ 
ing on the railroad at this point very rapidly. 
There is some considerable cutting in the Sot- 
dad section, and a large force is employed 
there. 
A great deal of interest is being developed 
in mining matters, not only in the old Julian 
section, but at other points in the county, 
and iu Lower California. Our local assayers 
are kept quite busy. 
The charter papers are received at the office 
of the California Southern Railroad here of 
the following vessels, loading at foreign ports 
with rails and fastenings for San Diego: 
Lady Liigar, at Amsterdam, February 12th ; 
Trafalgar, at Antwerp, March 20th ; Con­ 
naught, at Rotterdam, February 30th ; Liz­ 
zie Perry, at Antwerp, March 10th.

Collector. Mr. Roberts served in the Cali­ 
fornia volunteers during the war of tbe re­ 
bellion, and was one of the first to join the 
Grand Army of the Republic at its first or­ 
ganization in California.

Loss, ?2,500; Insured in the 
Home Mutual, with two other buildings, for 
81,400. Mrs. Bockler occupied three mild- 
ings. She lost all of her furniture, supplies 
and clothing ; insured for 812,000in the Com­ 
mercial of California. The other buildings 
were occupied by a China wash-house. The 
inmates lost S250. Several others sustained 
small losses by removal and water. The fire 
is supposed to be the work of an incendiary.

A London dispatch says the land bill, since 
it was first discussed by the Cabinet, has 
passed through twenty-two variations of 
forms.

THE SITUATION AROUND OMAHA. 


ihe River To ton of Covington En­ 
tirely Deserted. 


(SPECIAL BY rr.LFGRAFU To TIIK RECORDUNION ) 


Y ankton (D. T.), April 7:b.—The ice gorge 
which has been resisting the onward flow of 
water at this point for twenty-four hours 
broke an hour ago, and the water is now fall­ 
ing rapidly. Lower Yankton has been sub­ 
merged since Monday morning, and the water 
was so deep that the lower floors of 200 
dwellings, shops and mills were covered with 
from one to four feet. Much damage was 
done to houses, goods and buildings. The 
steamer Peniuah broke from her moorings as 
the ice began to move, and has floated with 
the current a mile, lodging on the railroad 
track, where she now rests. Intelligence from 
the submerged farming districts was received, 
last evening that the rescuing parties found 
and landed in places of safety 200 persons, 
who n.ust have perished with cold and hunger 
had they not been reached. The weather re­ 
mains cold, and the situation becomes more 
serious daily. The fuel supply has been re­ 
duced to a minimum, and many kinds of pro­ 
visions are running short. Thousands of 
cords of wood floated off, and there is none 
now in the market. 
GRAND SPECTACLE AT OMAHA. 
Omaha, April 7th.—For several days more 
or lest ice has been running in the Missouri 
river past this point; but to-dav, ubout 6 A 
M ., it began rnnniog thicker than ever, and 
by noon the broad river was one vast stream 
of ice cakes, varying iu size from two or throe 
feet square to pieces over 100 feet square, the 
thickness being from two to three feet, the 
constant grinding and crushing of the ice 
making a continual roaring noise, which can 
be heard a considerable distance from the 
river. 
Trees, 
logs, 
bridge 
timbers, 
parts of houses, etc., are being con­ 
stantly swept by, and every now and 
then they are shot out of water and on to ice- 
cakes by the bubbling, whirling waters, 
which twist the ice-cakes round and round, 
and frequently large cakes of ice, weighing 
several tons, are crowded out of the water 
and lodged upon the land. Thousands of 
people have been watching the passage of the 
ice all the afternoon. It was a grand si>ectacie 
—nothing equai to it having occurred here. 
The ice is in good preservation, and it is 
thought that a good deal of it will reach far 
down into the Mississippi river. The flow of 
ice will probably continue for several days 
here, as information has been received that 
the gorges above Sioux City have broken, 
and that to-day's flow is but the advance 
guard, and that by to-morrow it w ill be twice 
as heavy, if possible. The river rose five feet 
and a half at Sioux City since yesterday 
morning, and we are now getting the effect of 
that rise. 
AT OTHER POINTN. 
It is rising at Niobrara, and also at Vaiik 
ton, and the gorges are all out. The river is 
falling at Fort Sully. All the country in 
Nebraska between Covington and Jack ton is 
submerged, and the Chicago, St. Piul and 
Omaha Railroad is all under tvater lietween 
those two points. It is being washed badly, 
as there is a strong current. Covington, 
quite a village opposite Sioux City, is all 
under water, and all the citizens were taken 
‘bver to Sioux City on the steam ferry-boat, 
leaving all their property behind, merely tak­ 
ing v. ith them their extra clothing. The 
railroad agent and telegraph operator left at 
5 o’clock in a skiff for Sioux City, being the 
last ones to leave the town. When they left 
the water was up above the floor of the de­ 
pot, and still rising, and the current running 
five miles per hour. 
HIGHEST WATER IN YEARS. 
At Omaha the river has been raising stead­ 
ily since yesterday morning, until now it has 
reached eighteen feet and six inches above 
low water, the highest point reached since 
1875, when the water was the same height 
in April of that year, which was the high­ 
est raise since 1857. The levee at this city is 
Hooded, as are also the broad lowlands on the 
Iowa side of the river. It is a vast expanse 
of water and ice, from two to three miles 
wide in many places. The main current, 
which is about five miles an hour, rues 
against the long stone ripraps built to protect 
the Omaha levee, reaching north from the 
Union Pacific bridge about twu miles, and on 
this levee are numerous railroad tracks, 
several extensive lumber yards, smelting 
works, Union Pacific shops aad pump house, 
and also reservoirs and pump houses 
being 
built 
for 
the 
Omaha 
water 
works. 
The smelting works have been 
Bhut down for several days. 
To-day 
there are two streams of water running 
through the works, with quite a strong cur­ 
rent, but as yet not doing any material dam­ 
age. The works are well protected by rip­ 
raps of their own make, out of slag, which is 
much heavier than slate. This riprap has been 
building for several years, all the slag from 
the works being used for this purpose. The 
ice is grinding hard against it, but b o far it 
resists all attacks. Tho ripraps about 800 
feet north of the smeltiDg works gave way 
owing to the accumulation of a lake of water 
on the inside, which broke over into the river, 
and in a few hours was washed out for fifty 
feet. The lake is about two feet higher than 
the river, and the current through this open­ 
ing rushes down with irresistible force. 
TWO MEN DROWNED AND NARROW ESCAPE OF 
A THIRD. 
This afternoon three Union Pacific team­ 
sters, Thaddeus WreD, Michael Cunningham 
and Nicholas Keenan, who had been rescu­ 
ing several parties from the submerged houses 
near the Union Pacific shops, attem pted to cross 
this current in their boat, some distance from 
the mouth. They were warned to go back by 
General Superintendent Clark and Assistant- 
General Kimball, of the Union Pacific, who, 
with other gentlemen, were examining the 
break on the levee, but suddenly they were 
swept by the current towards the opening in 
the ripraps, and becoming excited, they 
jumped out, suppoeing that as the lake wss 
shallow they could retain a foothr Id ; but the 
current was so Btrong that it csrried them 
through the opening into the river of ice. 
Wren grabbed hold of the boat, which was 
shoved upon the ice, and he was pounded 
almost to death by the chunks of ice. Gen­ 
eral Superintendent Clark grabbed a pole, 
Btepped ont on the cake, and while a man 
held his hand he reached the pole to Wren, 
who was then pulled out and saved. The 
other two men disappeared under the ice and 
were drowned, and the bodies we.e not re­ 
covered. One of them reappeared about 100 
feet from the shore, and one brave man, at 
ths risk of his own life, started^ on the cakes 
of ice to assist him, but he again disappeared 
and that was 
the last eeen of him. 
This would-be rescuer narrowly escaped 
drowning, and with great difficulty succeeded 
in reaching the shore. _ CuDniughaiu left a 
family. Keenan was a single man. 
The break in the ripraps is regarded as 
quite serious. All the Uoioa Pacific rolling- 
stock is removed to high (.round.

th at the whole of her story was a fiction. 
It is to be hoped that the investigation of 
the case will be thorough, though perhaps 
we ought not to intimate a doubt on that

e t of particularly stupid asses. 


SAN 
FRANCISCO AND HER INTERESTS. 


Mr. W . H. Parks last week contributed 
a letter to the Argonaut on the relations 
of San Francisco to the debris question. 
This letter is peculiarly timely because of 
the significant reminders it contains of 
past errors of opinion concerning public 
topics committed by th at community. 
Mr. Parks shows that this kind of mistake 
¡9 not at all uncommon, and illustrates his 
position by referring to the case of New 
Orleans, which city strenuously resisted 
the proposals of Captain Eads for the im­ 
provement of the mouth of the Mississippi, 
though the result of the success of his 
plans has been to confer incalculable bene­ 
fits upon those who at first denounced 
them so bitterly. 
Reference is also made 
to the Goat Island case, in which the press 
and people of San Francisco so notoriously 
injured their own interests, and to the 
stubborn opposition offered by the same 
press and people to the introduction of 
street railroads there. 
Mr. Parks might 
have added many other pregnant instances 
of San Francisco’s shortsightedness and 
perversity, 
for it has 
long been evi­ 
dent to close observers that no com­ 
munity 
has 
stood 
more 
persistently 
n 
its 
own 
light 
for 
years. 
It 
is, of course, equally apparent that this 
tendency to resist great improvements, 
and to take always the narrowest and 
meanest view of every new proposition, 
is largely if not entirely attributable to 
the course of the San Francisco press. 
The metropolitan journals have, in fact, 
with few exceptions, represented only the 
least intelligent and progressive elements 
of society, and above all they have failed 
to realizo the intimacy of the relations ex­ 
isting between their constituency and the 
State at large. 
So it is that San Francisco 
has acquired the reputation of a narrow­ 
minded, grasping, greedy city, always on 
the look out for whatever tolls it can 
extort from the rest of the State, but 
almost utterly lacking in th at breadth of 
perception which would have made it 
what it has vainly labored to become in 
permanence, 
the 
unquestioned 
center 
of business and progress for the Pacific 
coast. 
This narrowness and smallness of mind 
have never been more strikingly illustrated 
than in the controversy over the Debris 
question. 
I t was natural that the farmers 
of the Sacramento valley, whose lands 
were being ruined by the deposit from the 
mines, shonld insist upon the absolute 
stoppage of hydraulic mining as the one 
straight-forward and effective remedy. But 
San Francisco was the very last place that 
should have joined this cry, for whatever 
advantages accrued from hydraulic mining 
she secured the cream of. 
It was more to 
her interest than to the interest of any 
other part of the State that, if possible, 
both the contending industries should be 
preserved. 
She took toll from the farmers 
and the miners alike. 
As Mr. Parks ob­ 
serves, Drainage District No. 1 “ has oon- 
“ tributed more to the wealth and prosper­ 
i t y of San Francisco during the last 
“ thirty years tln n all the rest of the 
“ State.” 
It has contributed cereals and 
gold in abundance during all that period. 
It has been a steady and a large customer. 
It has spent its earnings and invested its 
profits at the Bay. San Francisco can least 
afford to lose the trade of this region, yet 
we see Sau Francisco spurning all proposi­ 
tions looking to the conservation of both 
the interests threatened, and blindly in­ 
sisting that one of thoie interests shall be 
destroyed. 
There has never been a time when San 
I'ranciBco could have afforded this stupid 
and suicidal policy, but the present time 
is one in which it is more incumbent upon 
her busiuess men than ever to guard their 
interests jealously. 
For it needs no gift 
of prophesy to foretc 1 that her supremacy 
has culminated, and that henceforth she 
will have to contend with competition and 
rivalry of the most formidable character. 
Had her merchants been sagacious and 
enterprising they might perhaps have se­ 
cured at least a portion of the business of 
those southern districts, which are now 
certain to be supplied from other sources. 
But between the rapid growth of railroads 
and the superior activity of eastern cities, 
she has fist her great opportunity, and 
even now, when her merchants cannot fail 
to perceive the truth in this respect, she is 
found lighting against the only plan which 
can retain to her the trade of the southern 
counties. 
A 
wise 
mercantile 
commu­ 
nity never could have fallen into so grave 
an error as this. 
It would 
have seen 
that its interest lay in preserving all the 
iuterests upon the development of which 
its prosperity depended, and it would have 
recognized at cnee its obligation to support 
and 
contribute 
liberally 
to 
whatever 
measures were required to carry this policy 
into effect. 
The principles upon which the 
Drainage Act is based, the whole plan 
involved, are essentially broad and states­ 
manlike in their character. 
They proceed 
upon the theory that it is at once the in­ 
terest and duty of the State to protect and 
maintain all its in terests; th at while no 
interest can be permitted to flourish at the 
sacrifice of any other, the State must en- 
d e a \o rso to remedy existing evils as to 
guard the interests which are imperilled 
without destroying those which cause the 
mischief. 
That is a policy which Sau Francisco 
above all parts of the State ought to have 
indorsed and approved, and the fact that 
her press and people so completely misun­ 
derstand their own interests as to denounce 
and resist it, demonstrates the justice of 
all the strictures which have been passed 
upon them. 
The Drainage A ct is in fact 
precisely such a measure as would have 
been drawn by a committee of intelligent 
and clear-sighted San Francisco merchants, 
if any of th at kind remain. 
The people of 
the interior 
might 
have 
opposed the 
scheme, because they are not expected to 
regard things so broadly, but San Francisco 
has shown herself to be the narrowest- 
minded community in the State, and ur- 
le s she presently wakes from her torpor and 
discards the evil advisers who have so long 
been counseling her to her injury, she will 
find her trade slipping away from her, and 
more enterprising and prescient cities will 
take her place. 
There is no hope for a 
commercial city which has not the sense to 
recognize its own nearest and most import­ 
ant interests, and which can be induced to 
resist the very measures which its most sc’, 
fish requirements should lead it to Bupport. 


THE IRISH LAND BILL. 


The statem ents made regarding Mr. 
Gladstone’s Insh land bill may not be cor­ 
rect, but it appears to be believed that 
they embrace its most im portant features. 
If they do it is clear that the new law is 
not likely to please anybody. 
It is a com­ 
promise, almost necessarily, but it does not 
seem to effect anything practical. 
The 
machinery for arbitrating between the land­ 
lords and tenants appears to be so com­ 
plicated that it is doubtful whether the 
scheme would not break down from its own 
elaborateness. The tenants are not brought 
any nearer to that pleasant scheme of con­ 


fiscation which the Leagues have held up 
to them so temptingly, and therefore they 
will not be 
satisfied. 
The 
landlords 
are 
not 
stripped 
of 
all 
their 
rights, but they are incumbered with con­ 
ditions which musb render the transaction 
of business very difficult, and therefore 
they will not be satisfied. 
The changes 
introduced bear so directly upon the tennre 
of land in England that all the English 
landed interest is certain to oppose the 
bill. 
The Laud Leaguers will not find in 
it enough concessions to secure their in­ 
dorsement, and no doubt they too will 
fight it. 
The Libérale, who believe that 
no land bill whatever is likely to have any 
appreciable effect in reducing Irish discon­ 
tent, will be lukewarm about it. 
In fact 
it is not easy to see where its support is to 
come from. 
W hen we look back to the 
last Irish land bill, which was passed in 
1870, and remember how utterly all the 
expectations raised by th at measure have 
been disappointed, it is indeed impossible 
to anticipate any better results from a pro­ 
position which, though it certainly marks 
some progress in radicalism, yet even 
now falls far short of what is demanded by 
the Leaguers. 
In fact so strong is the im­ 
pression of the hopelessness of all legisla­ 
tion cf the kind likely to become in Eng­ 
land, th at we shall not be surprised if the 
great battle of the whole issue is not made 
on this bill by the Conservatives, nor 
should we be at all astonished if they suc­ 
ceeded in defeating and unseating the Gov­ 
ernment on this proposition. 
The Land 
Leaguers have invited such a result by 
their intemperance and their factious op­ 
position, and iu the present condition of 
things it is at least as probable a consum­ 
mation as any other, and far more proba­ 
ble than the enactment of Mr. Gladstone's 
bill.

THE LAND HILL. 
L ondon, April 7th.—In the House of Com­ 
mons to-day Gladstone, at 5:49, introduced 
the laud bilí. 
lie was mucb cheered. The 
House was exceedingly crowded. 
Gladstone 
said the bill would deal both with the rela­ 
tions between landlord and tenant and sub­ 
jects which may be grouped as requiring ad­ 
vancement from the exchequer. 
The Court 
will have final authority over all land caaes. 
It is to consist of three persons, one of whom 
must be a Judge or ex-Judge of the Supreme 
Court. 
Its proper seat will beat Dublin. It 
is proposed to assist tenants to purchase their 
holdings and invest Courts with the power 
to purchase lands from landlords desiring to 
sell and resell them, retaining the title as a 
guarantee lor repayment and against subdi­ 
visions. 
Advances will be made to owners, 
tenants and solvent companies formed for 
trie purposes of reclaiming land or for other 
agricultural improvements, on condition mat 
the advances do not exceed the amounts the 
borrower has laid out in his own behalf. Ad­ 
vances will also be made to assist emigration. 
Tney will be under the control of a Land 
Commission, subject to the consent of the 
treasury, and will be made either to the 
Colonial Governments or to the companies. 
It ia not proposed to place any limit on these 
advances beyond making them secure. 
Gladstone concluded by saying that jus­ 
tice is to be the principal guide of Eugland 
in regard to Ireland. 
He completed his 
speech at 8 o’clock, and was greeted with loud 
cheers on taking his seat. 
BEACONSFIELD’S ILLNESS. 
L ondon, April 7tb.—Beaconsfield had a 
very serious attack of spasms during the 
night, owing to a chill, but rallied toward 
morning.

The m ency was draw n by th e C hairm an of th e com ­ 
m ittee and by him given to S enator G lascock of 
Colusa, w ith in stru ctio n s to d istrib u te it in accord­ 
ance w ith th e list of w itnesses and am o u n ts due 
iu n ib h e d by said D ep u ty S ergeant at-A rm s Allen.

least to the extent of not caring for the 
truth, an opinion which seems to gain 
ground the more one understands Lessing.
